Giles ‘wows’ the kids with war stories 


Carl Giles, Army S-1, Monday, returned to the 
fourth grade class at Sierra Madre Elementary 
School which had adopted him during Desert Storm 
and talked with the children about his impressions 
of war, death, his future, their future and various 
other subjects. 

The class had sent him a packet of Valentines 
which he received the day of the cease-fire the first 
of March. Milicent Tanoue is teacher of the class 
and Danny Liota is responsible for Carl’s being 
chosen for adoption. 

Carl grinned, “One of the children said in his 
valentine: Happy Valentine’s Day. Hope it’s not 
your last.’’ 

Giles, the son of Margaret Marsh who works at 
Gem Plumbing in Sierra Madre, is battle captain 
in combat and serves as primary staff officer and 
a helicopter pilot. He is with the divisional calvary 
and he served in Operation Desert Storm from 
mid-December to May. 

“In fact, we found out from CNN during 
a press conference that our unit was being shipped 
from Germany,” Carl smiled, ruefully. 

The unit, the First Squadron First Cavalry, 
part of the First Armored Division, is the oldest

following stroke 

Memorial services for Louise Corp, 70, are being 
held today, Thursday, June 20, at 2 p.m. at the 
_ Covina Forest Lawn. — 

The family urges all friends who wish to remember 
Louise to consider any of the Sierra Madre organiza¬ 
tions, specifically the Siena Madre Police Tennis 
Benefit Fund, which she founded. 

Louise suffered a stroke Wednesday, June 5, 
caused by a blood clot at her brain stem, and was 
rushed to Methodist Hospital, Arcadia, where she 
died at 9:50 a.m. on June 16. 

On May 31, she celebrated her birthday with 
tennis-playing friends, and on June 1 her family 
surprised her with a family luncheon at the Corp 
home. She was 70 years old. 

The deceased was born in Cottonwood Falls, 
Kans., May 31, 1921, and trained to become a 
Registered Nurse at Good Samaritan Hospital in 
Phoenix, Ariz. She graduated Sept. 30, 1943, and 
she and Charles Corp were married Oct. 1, 1943 
in Phoenix. 

Surviving relatives include Eric S. Corp, Ph. 
D., who is an assistant professor of psychiatry 
at Cornell University Medical College, New York; 
daughters Beverly Johnson and her husband, Dennis, 
of San Clemente, and Mary Corp of Monrovia. 
There are four grandchildren: Nicholas Charles 
Johnson, Holly Johnson, Jessica Corp and Joanne 
Werthwein. Louise’s parents and other family 
members are deceased. Charles Corp, her husband, 
also survives. 

Louise numbered among her hobbies oil and 
water color painting, ceramics, tennis, and, according 
to her husband, grandchildren. She founded the 
Sierra Madre Police Tennis Benefit in 1983. Probably

Army unit, dating back to Jefferson Davis who 
was the first adjutant. Giles will be the last 
adjutant since he has been told that he will be 
responsible for disbanding the unit. 

Because of the Conventional Forces in Europe 
Agreement, the number of combat troops in Europe 
must be limited; therefore, some of the units must 
be disbanded. “Next year it’s my guess that we 
will reduce 30,000 in the Army alone.” 

When he returns to Germany at the end of this 
week, his job is to dismantle the unit, finding jobs 
for 500 soldiers. 

His unit led the division, the 7th Corps, the 
armored force that did the “Left Hook,” destroying 
the Republican Guards. They were from 15 to 20 
kilometers in front of everyone else. “The Iraqis 
came behind our forward elements. Artillery wa 
going over us. For 45 minutes we heard th 
shreiking, the booming and felt the pressure tha 
seemed as if it were trying to pull my shirt off 
Between 3000 and 5000 meters the shells exploded i 
front of us in huge orange balls...All of ou 
weaponry was phenomenal. Our artillery wa 
devastating.” 

After the war, Giles ran a medical aid statio 
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for the 600 casualties in three weeks. “We watched 
while the enemy sprayed a whole city with fuel and 
set fire to it. People had whole families that were 
executed. We just tried to patch them up and give 
them food.” 

He said, “The U.S. has offered its military as 
a world-wide watchdog. We’ve served notice to the 
Third World nations that we have the public 
support, the logistical capacity and the political 
will to go out there and do the job. We are virtually 
unopposed in conventional warfare.” 

Two other schools have adopted Giles: a junior 
high school in Claremont and a school in Washington, 
D.C. “It was neat to read those letters from kids 
who exhibited their genuine concern. Our squadron 
was also adopted by a city in Wyoming.” 

Giles chuckled when asked to remember some of 
the questions children at Sierra Madre Elementary 
School had asked. “What would you do if you’d 
have caught Saddam Hussein?” He answered that 
he would turn him over to an international tribunal. 

“Were you scared?” Not until after you get out 
of combat and then you shake. Giles said he was 
still overcoming some of the feelings. 

Carl’s brother. Chief Petty Officer Kevin Childs, 
was Sailor of the Year for the Naw last vear. 


Fund-raiser for 
Lessed continues 
with June 30 fete 

The fund-raiser, begun by Little League last week 
for Lessed Garcia, is continuing, according to Ralph 
Griffin, president of the group. 

Not only will the mobile blood unit be here 
at Memorial Park on Sunday, June 30, from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. but Griffin announced this week 
that a Lessed Garcia Leukemia Fund has been 
started with a $35-per-year cost to join which gives 
members discounts at local merchants’ business 
places. 

“Because chances for finding a bone marrow 
donor are one in 20,000, we need a way to continue 
this quest for a donor for Lessed. Even if a match is 
found immediately, and that is unlikely, we will 
still need between $12,000 and $18,000 for surgery 
between Lessed and the donor,” Griffin said. 

Lessed contracted leukemia on Mar. 27, 1990, 
then went into remission after chemotherapy. 
Unfortunately, the leukemia became active again 
on May 20, 1991. She has continued to do her 
lessons in her home and will go into fourth grade 
at Sierra Madre School. 

Unfortunately, none of the family members 
had tissue that matched that of Lessed, so the 
quest continues. 

Foothill residents are urged to undergo the simple 
blood test, which removes about two teaspoonsful 
of blood, on Sunday, June 30. The cost is $55. 
All money raised will be matched by the Bone 
Marrow Institute of Los Angeles, Griffin said.

One June 12, to the day, they celebrated their 
60th wedding anniversary at a surprise party given 
by their children for a group of the Websters’ 
friends. The party was held at First Nazarene 
Church parlors, Pasadena. 

One more distinction about them is the fact 
that Doris is the oldest native of Sierra Madre, 
which means she is actually older than the town. 
She was born just eight days before it was 
incorporated in 1907. 

The Websters eloped to marry 60 years ago 
and have lived in Sierra Madre most of that time. 

Doris grew up in her home on Laurel Ave., 
a two-story wooden home her parents built in 
1912. This was the same house in which one of her 
three brothers was born and in which both of 
her parents died. 

They have lived in other towns but they always 
returned to that same Sierra Madre home on 
Laurel Ave. 

When Doris was a child, after the turn of the 
century, the town was small. As a young girl, she 
said she rair up and down what is now Sierra 


Madre Blvd., going from store to store. She even 
won the title of “Champion Athlete of Sierra 
Madre” and has eight blue ribbons to prove it. 

Her mother came here from the East because 
of tuberculosis and pitched a tent on the 10-acre 
ranch which was to be Webster’s ranch. Within 
three years she met her husband-to-be, Doris’ 
father, and they were married. 

Doris is also the only living founding member of 
the old cobblestone Bethany Church, which was 
built in 1917 and has since been replaced by the 
building at 93 N. Baldwin. She worked as 
a kindergarten teacher in Pasadena, Sierra Madre 
and Alhambra until she was 54 years old when 
she took a sabbatical from teaching and sailed to 
Central America, through the Panama Canal and 
into the Netherlands. She drove throughout Europe 
for 10 months, joined for part of that time by 
Alden Webster, her husband. 

Alden has been an insurance agent for many 
years and is known throughout the community for 
his musical ability. He plays the piano for the 
seniors, at the Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing Facility 
and is iilways at the piano on the Fourth of July 
when the Sierra Madre Woman’s Club hosts the

to recycle 

We would like to continue Laurie 
Cooper’s information concerning 
recycling from last week’s guest editorial 
with more facts about what to recycle. 

The News received several calls 
concerning green waste following 
Cooper’s editorial. 

By law, every California city must 
consider composting as part of their 
solid waste management programs. 

Since yard waste tends to be at least 
20 percent of California’s garbage, it’s 
a great way to reach mandatory 
recycling goals. 

Where can you learn to compost? 
Some recycling centers can help you 
get started. 

While we’re talking about recycling 
we need to address motor oil which by 
law Californians must recycle. 

But we don’t all do it. Of the 
approximmately 137 million gallons we 
use every year, only half is recaptured. 

Motor oil never wears out, it just 
gets dirty. Old oil can be re-refined 
so it’s as good as new. 

How to recycle? When you empty 
oil from the car, store it in a container 
that won’t leak. Over 40 California 
cities include oil in their curbside 
programs. Sierra Madre does not. 

It is considered hazardous waste so 
it must be taken to licensed waste 
disposal sites. For more information, 
call 800-553-2962 for locations of 
hazardous waste collections in your 
area.

From Jan. 21 to 24 in 1943 we had 
just over 20 inches of rain, Loren tells us. 

And more and 
more. But it’s all coming later... 

Thanks, Loren, for your usual great help. 
We look forward to hearing from you and 
we’ll hold you to that date—two years froih 
June 17. That makes it June 17, 1993.

Annual reports usually don’t excite me. 
But, when the Foothill Private Industry Council 
(PIC) 1990 report landed on my desk, I was 
impressed. 

In a community where unemployment is 
about half (3.7 percent) that of LA County 
(7.4 percent), where attracting good employees 
doesn’t seem to be significant problem, you 
don’t hear a lot about PIC. 

Sierra Madre is one of six foothill 
communities served by PIC. Councilman Clem 
Bartolai was our representative on the Policy 
Board in 1990. Not only does the report 
format invite you inside, it delivers some very 
impressive information. The current program 
has been providing training and placement 
for both adult and youth valley residents 
since 1984. The program complies with 
directives of the Job Training Partnership 
Act of 1982 (JTPA). 

The test of any government funded program, 
or privately funded for that matter, is results. 
In 1990, Foothill PIC spent $2.3 million of 


our tax dollars. The impressive fact is that 
for the past seven years PIC has exceeded 
or met standards set by the California and 
U.S. governments resulting in almost $1 million 
in bonus funds. Translated that means the 
average adult wage at placement here was 
$6.76 vs the national $5.79 standard. The 
cost per adult entered into employment was 
$4623.19 vs the national standard of $5049.11. 

1990 job placement records show a total 
of 435 adults enrolled and 264 were placed. 

65 youth enrolled with 40 placed. 387 youth 
were placed in summer youth employment 
training programs. According to their report, 
PIC has received $17 million from JTPA 
since 1983. Those funds have prepared 8119 
youth and adults for employment with a 
82 percent placement success rate. They have 
also trained 3900 youth on summer jobs. 

In their cover letter. Executive Director 
Diane Moore Lovell points out the Council is 
“...committed to work with you to narrow 
the gap between those in need of a job 
and the employer-community. The gap between 
The Council provides the necessary job training 
as well as employment services to the business 
community. We need your involvement.” . 

Director Lovell explains, “No matter what 
size your business the Private Industry Council 
can help you fill your employment needs. 
Just to remind you...we offer on-the-job 
training possibilities, customized training, direct 
job placement and employee readjustment 
services for anticipated plant closures. In 
addition, we offer Limited Work Experience 
for youth, short term summer employment 
for youth. Workforce 55 plus, and many ^ 
other no cost programs.” Sierra Madre 
employers interested in learning more about 
the Foothill PIC program can do so by 
calling (818) 405-4219 or 796-2484.

Out and About By Dick Rogers 


We seem to have a problem in our city. 
Rest easy, we are not on the verge of calamity; 
in fact, we are just one city of hundreds who 
have a similar situation, but it is enough of 
a vexation to be a subject of concern with 
our City Council. On most days, you can 
find a large knot of Latin day workers 
congregated by the cannon at Memorial Park. 
To say this is a delicate issue is taking the 
easy way out. This issue can be dynamite. 

Depending on whom you talk with, it is 
either easily resolved, or an impossible task. 
Some of the more obvious concerns are: 
they tax the facilities at the park...they are 
killing the grass...they present an unsavory 
picture...they intimidate by their large 
numbers...they lounge around all day if they 
don’t find work...they are an ominous presence 
to women walking by...they take but they do 
not contribute...and on and on. 

You also hear: they have caused no 
trouble...they, as day workers, are a great 
resource to our city...parks are meant to be 
used...any intimidation is assumed not real...we 
assure freedom of movement to all...we run 
great risks by singling out groups for special 
treatment. 


Some cities, faced with serious traffic 
problems created by stopped drivers negotiating 
deals with these workers, have set up special, 
safe hiring areas with seating, rest rooms, 
and shade. Apparently, they determined that 
the demand for such workers was real and 
would continue. We can probably expect the 
same in Sierra Madre. 

The evolution of these workers into 
neighborhood job gangs is the result of 
governmental laissez-faire. Years ago, the influx 
of illegal aliens reached such proportions 
that federal enforcement was reduced to 
large scale sweeps, and small groups of 
workers hardly raised an eyebrow. The tacit 
approval of business owners and homeowner/ 
employers, and a generally justified lack of 
interest by local law enforcement, set the 
stage for what we experience today. 

With this in mind, we are as much a part 
of the “problem” as the workers. Any effort 
to regulate them must recognize this dynamic. 
And, as Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams noted, 
although we must take notice of the fact 
that a good number of Sierra Madreans 
are unhappy about the present situation, we 
must proceed cautiously in trying to find 
a remedy.

TheaterQuest to present proposal to commission 


July 1 is scheduled as a study session for the 
Parks and Recreation Commission to discuss the 
possibility of inviting TheaterQuest into the 
community to start a Shakespeare festival in 
Memorial Park, Sierra Madre. 

Laurie Cooper, chair of the commission, 
scheduled 6 p.m. for that meeting on a Monday 
evening. 

Eric Waterhouse, president of the California 
nonprofit educational association, spent over an 
hour, answering questions for commissioners 
Monday evening. However, the scope of the 
questions warrant a formal proposal, commission 
members agreed. Waterhouse told the group he 
could have the proposal within three days; the 
commission will review the papers to be prepared 
for the study session July 1. After that, there 
is a chance that TheaterQuest will be invited to 
answer more questions. 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray, liaison 
to the commission, recommended that the proposal 
include indepth information concerning the possible 
waiving of fees as well as specifics on the contract, 
benefits to the community, more information 
concerning the education emphasis. 

Sean Joyce, assistant city administrator, said, 
“We do need some concretes. Prepare an outline 
of what you’d like to have and answers to responsible 
questions.” 

TheaterQuest is asking for a six-week 


commitment from Sierra Madre ih 1992 and a 
three-month commitment in 1993. He suggested a 
five-month commitment for 1994. 

His proposal asks for the use of the park six 
evenings, Tuesday through Sunday, with admission 
fees going to TheaterQuest. Snacks, which might 
be apple cider and spiked apple cider, would be 
sold by the company. 

Concerning parking, Waterhouse suggested 
working out an arrangement with local churches to 
use their parking lots or, he said, to use the already 
convenient parking lots, using a shuttle system, 
if necessary. 

They request that all fees to the city be waived 
except the insurance, and discussed extending the 
stage by 30 feet long and 20 feet wide. Those 
building costs, he said, would be borne by 
TheaterQuest. The city would check the park daily 
and problems would be documented. TheaterQuest 
would be responsible for the condition of the park. 

Commissioner Caroline Brown asked to see the 
by-laws of the organization, spoke her concerns 
about the need for chemical toilets, the possible 
trash problem, backgrounds of those people who 
would be working with the youth. , 

Commissioner Sheri Burnett is concerned about 
the possible parking problems, about how Sierra 
Madreans would view such an obligation. 
“Parking is only one part of the problem...it’s 
a big obligation by our parks. We need to meet on 


this alone and resolve some of the problems.” 

She added. “The city will receive nothing for 
the park. We’re waiving the fee to use the park 
and tying it up to use it six nights a week. Eventually, 
that would be a five-month period of we sign 
a contract.” 

Joyce said that Commissioner Ron Coleman 
had called in his concern for a five-year contract 
agreement. Coleman was not present at the meeting. 

Commission Chair Cooper requested more 
information on the bleachers that would be 
installed during the time the festival ran and also 
expressed her enthusiasm about the possibility of 
having a Shakespearean theater in Sierra Madre. 

Commissioner Gloria Giersbach said she was 
also philosophically enthusitistic and asked if the 
company would be prepared to handle many 
less customers for a shorter length of time. 

Waterhouse fielded all questions and agreed to 
come back immediately with a formal proposal 
that would hopefully answer some of the questions. 
He described how he saw the theater assisting 
valley youngsters and reiterated his belief that 
a committee, made up of business people, residents, 
one person from the city and one from TheaterQuest 
could resolve any questions. He said*fhat what 
he would like is to be invited to Sierra Madre 
for his festival since the town is demographically 
and topographically perfect for the “quest.”

Last week we talked 
about theology. We 
recognized that it was 
a word that frightened 
most of us. In reality 
theology is no more 
than our ideas about 
God. We also pointed 
up the fact that when 
our theology was a need- 
centered ministry it most 
nearly approximated the 
ministry and theology of 
Christ. 

Past theological 
formulas are not the 
answer because they 
tend to break down in 
the complexities of to¬ 
day’s life. Don’t we hear, 
“If you’re suffering 
hardship it’s because you 
sinned?’’ This pat 
answer doesn’t hold 
water because if it did 
how would you explain 
the blind man in Scripture 
that was born blind. 

The Pharisees were 
psychopathic rule setters 
and had a pat formula 
for all of life’s situations. 
They were so committed 
to this methodology 


that if confronted 
with a situation where 
they didn’t have a pat 
answer, they formulated 
one. The needs of people 
were never considered 
and the love of God 
was never made manifest. 
They were the caretakers 
of a religious system so 
that the Law, or the 
formula, became the 
be-all and end-all. This 
was the antithesis of 
Jesus’ way. He looked 
for needs and not for¬ 
mulas because He realized 
that man had a result 
oriented theology. Just 
as with the blind man 
who didn’t know who 
Jesus was, all he knew 
was that Jesus met his 
need, “for once he was 
blind but now he could

I don’t think 1 have 
heard a Schubert au¬ 
dience applaud a set 
before. Such accolades 
are usually reserved for 
school and community 
productions when good 
results are achieved, 
against odds, but this set. a 
luxurious mansion in 
Pasadena, is certainly 
remarkable. Then there 
is the scene where the 
Phillip Marlowe-type 
detective walks through 
the seamier side of LA. 
Or rather, he walks in 
place and the seamier 
side of LA glides past 


him in a remarKaoie 
combination of live and 
photographed action. 

The situation is not ex¬ 
actly original. Stine, an 
author of tough-guy 
mysteries, is brought to 
Hollywood to adapt one 
into a movie script. He 
finds himself besieged by 
a know-it-all producer, 
ambitious actresses and 
the wary rules of a movie 
industry beset by 
political and moralistic 
taboos. What makes the 
show memorable is the 
device whereby the script 
he is writing appears in 
action on another part of 
the stage. It is in black- 
and-white, of course, 
while Stine and his pro¬ 
blems are in living color. 
When he reluctantly suc¬ 
cumbs to sentiment in¬ 
stead of guts, the 
furiously astonished 
look he gets from his fic¬ 
tional detective leads to a 
duet where they debate 
which of them is the 
more important, the fic¬ 
tional Stone 

(“Everybody knows my 
name!”) or the author, 
Stine, who has far fewer 
fans, and the whole thing 
is resolved in a flurry of 
witty and satisfying fan¬ 
tasy.

stereotypes, but since 
Stine draws inspiration 
from the live people 
around him, several ac¬ 
tors play both parts, 
leading to some stagger¬ 
ing logistics! It’s the op¬ 
portunity to see this kind 
of staging expertise that 
you pay for at the 
Schubert, along with an 
amusing story, clever 
lyrics and lively music, 
and it is well worth it. 
You may want to see it 
twice or more just to 
figure out how they do 
it.

them both get the top 
billing but everybody is 
equally expert.

Renowned for keeping 
traditional New Orleans 
jazz alive. Preservation

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Feldstein moves into areas of need’and fills voluntary positions

Today Jane Feldslein spends sunny Sierra Madre 
days involved in gardening, cooking, listening to 
music, and volunteering at the Arboretum. It is 
a peaceful time of life for this woman who says 
about herself: “1 guess 1 was imbued with the 
spirit of adventure.” 

She is a widow, the mother of three grown 
daughters, a grandmother, a.id her most dramatic 
mission now is in the field of ecology training 
and gardening, but when you hear her story you 
realize that she has lived her life as a pioneer, 
a woman ahead of her time and yet firmly 
planted with the seed of her time. Her life is an 
integral part of what w as to take root and grow. 

“My mother used to advise me, ” she recalls, 
“Don’t ever turn down an opportunity to do 
something where you can grow and learn something.” 

Born in Kansas City, Mo., Jane started her 
career as a legal secretary, holding down a tame 
office job as the ’40s decade arrived. And then the 
winds of war swept through the world and women 
began to move into the work force in greater 
numbers and with greater involvement. Jane chose 
to become one of those involved, beginning as 
a USO volunteer. 

In July of 1942, Jane joined the Women’s 
Auxiliary Corps, which soon became known as 
“the WACs.” From here her military career was 
launched. As one of 400 women from different age 
groups and backgrounds, Jane traveled to Des 
Moines, Iowa to join Officer Candidate School. 
Here the women were gathered together to learn 
“military discipline.” 

“The Officer training School was 6-8 weeks, 
but it seemed like forever,” Jane remembers. 
“It was rough.” Today, with humor, she defines 
the training as, “You’re more afraid of your 
commanders then the enemy.” But it was under 
this discipline that Jane became “trained to train 
others.” 

“During that time,” she says, “the war effort 
was supreme and the motto was ‘people pulling 
together.’ We were trained in the necessity for 
cohesiveness and solidarity. The message was: 
‘You are part of a group.’” 

Still with all this emphasis on team effort, 
Jane admits that, “No one knew what to make of 
women who chose to join the military. Women 
were not wanted on the field, but this caused us 
to tightly band together. WACs developed as 
self-reliant, resourceful people who eventually found 
their niche in the huge Army machine.” 

Jane graduated from Officer Candidate School 
as a 2nd Lieutenant and was sent to Daytona 
Beach, where, as a skilled swimmer, she trained 


the men to swim. From this assignment she was 
sent to one of the first WAC detachments in 
Foster Field, Texas. Here she was the Captain and 
Commanding Officer whose job it was to maintain 
the morale of the other 200 women. 

“Women were now out of the base camps 
and into the field.” Jane has thrilling memories of 
unofficial rides in heavy bombers on gunner and 
bombing training missions; however, with this 
excitement and privilege came tragedy. Jane 
comments on the experience in Air Force Fighter 
Training by saying: “The unit consisted of single 
engine fighter pilots and everyone in that unit 
was killed.” 

After this dramatic/traumatic experience, Jane 
traveled on to Ellington Field in Houston, Texas 
as a “trouble-.shooter.” 

“During World War 11 most people didn’t 
realize how close women came to being drafted. 
General Marshall was about to sign the orders.” 
But then came the dramatic bombing of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki and the war was over. 

Jane joined civilian life, but she remembers 
it as a difficult period of adjustment. After years 
of being totally taken care of by the military, 
suddenly she was on her own. Nevertheless, she 
again seized her opportunities to grow and learn. 
Under the Gl Bill, Jane entered the University of 
Missouri and there received a BA degree in psychology 
and her Mrs. as well, marrying Professor Feldstein. 

Many years later, when her husband joined the 
technical staff of JPL, the Feldsteins moved to 
the San Gabriel Valley, first leasing a house in 
Arcadia. For 20 years now Jane and her family 
have lived in Sierra Madre. “We just love it here,” 
she beams. 

In many ways her life here has continued to be 
one of the pioneer. When approaching her 50th 
birthday, Jane finished her Masters Degree in 
special education at Cal State L.A. She taught special 
education in the Arcadia Unified School District 
from 1970-1983. When she began, she found that 
the textbooks available were out of date and the 
only leaching materials consisted of a linker toy set. 
Once again, she was in a position to make 
a difference: she set to work making her own 
teaching materials and creating a modern curriculum. 
In 1980-1981, Jane served as chapter president for 
the Council of F.xccptional Children (an advocacy 
group for piircnts). 

Though she retired from prolcssional teaching 
in 1983, she has continued to pul her training, 
her enthusiasm, and her leadership skills into 
community action. She began leading children and 
adult tours, under the auspices of Las Volnni.nias. 
at the Arboretum. In 1987 she bectnnc

of Las Vols. “I just find an area where there’s 
a big need and I walk into it,” says Jane, 
regarding her impressive accomplishments. 

In these sometimes joyous, sometimes somber 
days in the aftermath of Desert Storm, Jane’s 
perspective is rich and encouraging. She notes that 
alol of the “bugs” of her pioneer days in the 
armed services are being worked out, “Today 
in the military, women have much more specific 
jobs, men and women are better integrated.” 

There is no doubt that Jane Feldstein helped 
pave the way for women’s riglits and expanded 
opportunities in the military. She speaks from 
experience when she says: “In WWII, women 
really proved themselves. I think their performance 
was beyond all expectations and still is. Women are 
capable of doing much more than anyone suspected 
and they proved that during the war—physically, 
mentally, and in every other way, even in the face of 
great obstacles.

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Task Force to make 
recommendations 
on reconfiguration, 
year round, assets 


Recommendations of 
Facilities Task Force II, 
which was charged by 
the Arcadia Board of 
Education with the study 
of short and long term 
educational and facilities 
issues, will be presented 
to the board on Monday, 
June 24. The 7:30 p.m. 
meeting will be held in 
the Arcadia High School 
library in anticipation of 
a large turnout of in¬ 
terested people, accor¬ 
ding to a district 
spokeman. 

The Task Force is ex¬ 
pected to make recom¬ 
mendations in three 
areas, corresponding to 
the three subcommittees 
which have met regularly 
since October. 

Year ’round education 
has studied the benefits 
of this means toward 
continuous learning. 

The grade/school 
reconfiguration subcom¬ 
mittee has compared the 
educational values of the 
K-6, 7-9, 10-12 grouping, 
which has served the 
students of Arcadia since 
the early 1960s, with 
K-5, 6-8, 9-12, which 
would make elementary 
schools smaller, create 
middle schools instead 


of the current “mini high 
school” junior highs and 
establish improved ar¬ 
ticulation and college 
preparation in a 9-12 
high school.
